The Rockifeller Foundation yesterday appropriated to 
.FcGill University a sum in excess of $100.000 for Social Science 
e-search, qn a five year plan beginning next June. This grant is 
in line Avith those donated by the Foundation to the Yale Uni- 
versity Social Science Research Institute and to the University 
' of Chicago.' 

While it was rumored for .some. time that this grant would 
be given to 31cGill University, it was only late yesterday after- 
noon that a telegram was received confirming this rumor. Details 
of the plan have not yet been divulged and are not ready for 
jiublication. It was slated however, that the grant will be under 
^_1hc general direction of Mr. Marsh, who recently came to this 
University ft'om England.

By 16S9 Uoland's trado CNtcnded as 
far west as tho Illinois; liquor traf- 
fic with the Indians caused his ulti- 
mato ruin. Tho Sulplclans, anxious 
lo promote settlement westward, built 
ITort do l.a I're.sentation ou the sliore 
opposite Dorval Island. 

Grants of land west ot Presentation 
were little occupied before tho end of 
the century, when peace was conclud- 
ed with tho Indians. Pointo Claire 
then became of some importance; a 
mlsalon'^yas established at Baio d'Urfo.

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Women Are McGill Men 

IT seems that the issue is at last a real 
one. For over two years the men of 
McGill University have been finding some- 
thing to disagree over in the question of 
the part to be taken by women in student 
gpvernment; but to say that anything 
more than a curious interest has ever been 
raised is exaggerating the case. Among the 
women themselves there seemed to be 
nothing more than apathy as to their 
rights. EuL with the lead in discussion be- 
ing taken by the Acting Warden of the 
Koyal Victoria College, it is possible that 
the women mighl; even go so far this year 
as to want their rights. 

And if they ever want representation, 
it will be rather a hard thing to prevent 
them from getting it. Mrs. Vaughan has 
investigated enough to see that her charges 
have almost a case in law. Of course it is 
impossible that matters could come to that 
pass, but the fact that the girls have chart- 
ers and deeds and similar documents to 
support them will carry weight if they ever 
do care to press their claims. 

If matters do come to a head, and it 
will be pretty hard to keep the question off 
the agenda of the next Council meeting, 
the chief thing to be guarded against is 
the procedure of last year, not that we are 
running .down, the committee which in- 
vestigated tiië question then, or their find- 
ings. The majority report was probably 
correct when it said that at present the 
matter was not ready for settlement. 

The time for action may have come, 
though. If the spirit expressed in Mrs. 
Vaughan's letter prevails among women 
students, it most assuredly has. But what 
should be stressed is not the fact that if 
the women want representation they will 
have to be given it, but rather that if they 
want anything at all and only show that 
they want it, nobody in the world, arid least 
of all the incoming Council will want to 
stop them. 



Accipio Ominem 

THE two weeks before the Christmas 
Holidays are always a period of great 
activity for the students in general and the 
freshmen in particular. Many of the pro- 
fessors hold examinations in those parts 
of their subjects which they have covered 
in the past two and a half months. Once 
there was a time when the Christmas 
Graduate was the order of the day, but 
now, because of careful weeding on the 
part of the registrar prior to admission to 
the University, the freshmen hold their 
own against the professors. 

The results of many of the examin- 
ations, while not bad enough to threaten 
the academic attendance of the average 
student, Ktill point out to him usually that 
he has been laying down on the j'ob in the 
matter of studies. 

We know of many students who de- 
cline to do hard studying, with the excuse 
tliat if they study before Christmas they 
forget in the bustle of the holidays and 
have to learn it all over again. Then, after 
the examinations give them a poor standr 
ing, they accept the challengé, as it were, 
and settle down to real hard work. We have 
little to .say against this system, inasmuch 
as the student actually gets down to study. 
For another, howeîver, we fear. We refer 
to the one who has done so little that he 
finds it very difldcult to accumulate all the 
knowledge he requires for the mid-term 
examinations. 

Maqy students fail to realize that 
these tèsts are only about one calendar 
month away, and about half a college 
month distant. It is these students., whom 
we urge to get down to work ahd sel'*Jje to 
their studies,

Arthur Stringer's "Out of Erin" is the best of 
tUo recent volumes o( Canadian verso that 1 
have seen It Is a reCrcshins chanso from llio usual 
pseudo-neo-quasl-Viclorian. sugar capsules that our 
publishers prescrible monthly for a suffering pub- 
lic. 

Stringer docs not Indulge In .i,nib.itlous plndarlc 
odea on all Canadian sunsets or dramatic 

monologues of anaemic wives on the lonely prairies 
nor «ven In canned sonnets on Mount Stephen. In 
fact ho does not attempt anything ambitious at all 
but has senso enough to realize his own limit- 
ations nnd to develop his talents accordingly. "Out 
of Erin" Is a scries o£ short lyrics put Into the 
mouths of v.irlou8 Irlih characters. Stringer ob- 
viously knows his material and never intrudes 
with a disruptive personal note. Thd lyrics arc 
thoroughly charming, musical and convincing. The 
author has a talent for sketching character with 
ilcftncss and camcolike precision, and for rovealinu 
the essential tragedy oC .a lifetime with a few tell- 
ing lines. Mr. atrlnger, I'oncomitiint with his natural 
lyric, gift possesses enough self-crltlclsni to write 
always with restraint and to keep tho poetic struc- 
ture, which Is essential to dramatic lyrics, well In 
the background. As an example of his iiower at 
."■harj) character dr.awliig and dett, restrained re- 
velation of tragedy I sh.ill quote "'Terrence's Moth- 
er," which seems to me to bo fairly typical, 

They're linngin' iny Terrein.o como Tuesday, 
JIc'U bo mounting the gallows poor Ltd; 

So I'm pressing and patching and nicndln' 
The best suit of black that ho had. 

Since the pick of the town should lie watcliin', 
I'd like Terrenco there lookln' his best; 

When a body walks out on a Law-Board, 
Faith, wan should bo decently dressed; 

But ho never gave thought to his clothln', ■ 
And scarce put a comb to his halr;'= 

An' wid him more than ever dislhraclcd

Mr. Stringer's love lyrics deserve to be men- 
tioned In particular. Love lyrics, a7e,.tisuBlly .e^hcr 
too sentimental, or, if the author realizes this com- 
mon failing, too austere. In most of Mr Stringer's 

lyrics tho passion Is tempered with a quiet humor 
which makes them tlioroughly natural. 

"Och, wanst I kissed a mad serrl, 

And kl8sin',Jed to more; 
Thon stared I tltrousb her- tear-wet Cucv 

Aa through ~an open door." 
And where I wanst saw wondêr, j 

And a saint av queenly air. 
All I beheld was huddled bones 

And a hank of tumbled hair." 

As I havo said before Mr. Stringer docs not 
attempt to tvrlte ambitiously soaring poetry or 
profound poetry, but, realizing his own forté, has 
produced a decidedly pleasing volumo of lyrics. He 
has done all he pretended to have set out to do ,and 
ha» done It well.

To those who would care to sit down to an 
evening's enjoyable reading, the above volume, re- 
cently released for publication, recommends itself.

Approximately six reasons for the 
ovideiit failure of .Saturday classes 
have boon ascribed by Dr. .V. E. Cas- 
well, professor of' physics, who con- 
ducted tho survey last week which in- 
dicatcd that they arc riot achieving 
their object.

Some of tho professor."! like to le.ivc 
over tho week-end and clauses on 
Saturday cause thcin Inconvenience 
Similarly it in n2arly impossible for 
some ot tho professors who have 
clius.scs in tho Torlland extcn.«lon 
schools to get back on time for their 
classes here, Dr. Caswjrll said. Satur- 
day Is also tho most logical day for 
geology field trips and tho like and 
cl.-isscs on that day interfere, h« add- 
ed. 

'It should b© possible fpr a. student 
either to get an oven distribution of 
classes throughout tho week including 

Katurday, or to get a .schedule whicli 
does not compel him to tako classes 
on that day," ho said. 

"As It is, the classes aro divided 
Into ttvo groups, ono meeting on 
Mondays, AVcdnosday.s, and Friday."?, 
and one meeting on Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days, .'jnd t^aturdays. An avoidance 
of Siaturd-ay classes causes a dropping 
off in tho attendance for tho other 
two days, thus not only making/Sat- 
urday classes fall in their purpose but 
also ro.snlllng In a piling up on the 
other days, causing inconvenience.

To Prospective Writers of Fiction

"There arc a good many writers 
in tho world today who liayc had 
oi.ly a high cchool cducq.tlon — aijd 
tliprc aro many poor' writers who 
have had a college education. How- 
ever, all other things being equal, 
the man having a college cduiatlon 
will be better at it than tho man 
with less training, 1 believe." 

Mr. Daviti, who is well l:no\vn in 
thi; magazine fiction world, received 
advanced . education as a Khpdca 
scholar at Oxford and later had some 
success as a high school instructor. 



In lOM ho Joined r t||c staff of the 
New York TlniCK renijilning in tl|e 
newspaper world for 10 years. While 
on the staff of Tho 'rimes, ho wrote 
a history of that' iie\)-|ipqper )is well 
nil several stories inclu()inç ' Princess 
Cecilia", and "III S|)ow You !he 
Town". 

Though ho received i»dvaiiood col- 
lego training bcforo bccuml|ig a

But tho framers ot that c-p- 
stilutlon who enacted that Its mem- 
bers wore all to- bo men, were -.ercly 
a body of undergraduates of the claca 
of. 1008 or thci;cabouts. Their Consti- 
tution was ratified by Corporation. At 
any time a riuorum ot undergraduates 
may amend it and Corporation will 
ratify any reasonable am' . ' .i.nt — 
such as lUat. which would extend its 
membership to women. 

Am I suggesting that there should 
be such an amendment? Certainly not. 
It would bo highly Iiiipropcr for iiic 
to make any such suggestion. I am 
not a member of tho Undergraduate 
body, and havo no right to attempt 
any control of its policy. I am merely 
ah elderly onlooker who. has- had 
.athcr exceptional opportunities oi 
observation. I liavo seen many things 
come and go at McGlll. I can remem- 
ber, for instance, the orEiinizatlon 
whicli antedated tho Students' Coun- 
cil. It waa called tho Alma Mater So- 
ciety, and in It women possessed the 
franchise and held office. AVhy did 
they lose these rights'/ Partly, prob- 
ably, by default. 'Certainly there was 
no struggle or agitation. Is'cw ele- 
ments enterjng undergraduate Ufa at 
that timo largely determined tho l.nsue. 
Tho McGlll Union had lately been 
opened, there had been several clashes 
between students and the police, thcro 
was a controversy going cn about the 
management ot atlilotics and their 
funds. All these were men's matters. 
Tho Alniît JIatcr waS felt to be loo 
unwieldy a body to deal with certain 
concrete cases. See article in tho An- 
nual ot '09. 

Xow, Sir, if tho Students' Council 
is still mainly concerned with smh 
tasliM «K rescuing Us mcmlicrs from 
thn Montreal police or with ditfcroni'cs 
of opinion over tho football accounts, 
then I should say that a very sn.iall 
auuruni might well manage it. Kx- 
cellent arguments suggest thcmsclvo." 
for the appointment of a genial dic- 
tator. Hut it Is conceivable that tin; 
Undcrgradiialo body niny bo faced 
any day with tho necessity of giving 
an opinion on somo matter ot policy 
which aftccls them all, such a ques- 
tion, fur insluncc, as that of compul- 
sory attendance of Chapel, wlilih liai 
vexed many a body oC students.
